OLIVER CROMWELL. 


There is a circumstance related ot Crom 
well, which in refinement of policy as well as 
in malevolence, is scarcely perhaps to be pa 
ralielled in history. When Cardenas was am 
bassador in England from the Court of Spain, 
though he was treated with n arks of uncom 
mon attention by Cromwell, he could never 
be prevailed upon to betray any State secret, 
or enter into at y Measures whatever in lavor 
of the Protector’s views, jet still the latter 
was too cunning fur him, tor while he was 
making great naval preparations for a war 
agains’ Spain, he had the address to make its 
minister beheve that the fleet was destines! 
for another purpose ; and in this manner fe 
amused him, tll the burning of the galleons 








by Blake opened his eyes. Cardenas resent- 
ed this so much, that when he was recalled, 
he traversed every proposal of Cromwell's at 
the court of Madrid, so that while he remain- 
ed there in office, the Protector found he was 
not likely to carry any point. He therefore 
ned on the destruction of this minis. 
ter, though it was no casy matter to «ffect this, 
as his credit was great not only with the king 
his master, but with the whole Spanish court. 
Cromwell, however, conceived a way which 
he thought would effectually accomplish his 
ruin; and to pet it in execution, he sent for 
the keeper of} Newgate, and asked him many 
5 Teaeery concerning the qualifications of his 
different prisoners, and among the rest wish- 
ed to know whether he had in custody, any 
one remarkable for Louse-breaking. The 
jailer told him, there was a fellow ander \ie 
sentence of death, that he believed coukl get 
im ot out of any house in the workd if his 
hands were at Khery ‘The Protector order- 
ed chs man to be brought privately W tie, 
but the fellow was such a miserable wo-be- 
gone wretch, that Cromwell stood astonished 
at the m8 of him, and more so at the speci- 
mens of his art, which he practise:! at the im- 
stance of the keeper, on locks of the most 
curmous cantrivance ; these, ‘hough of differ. 
ent forms, he readily open dl, and said, there 
was never a lock made that he would net un- 
dertake to open in the same manner. The 
keeper was thenordered to withdraw, and the 
Protector, after some private discourse ‘vith 
the thicf, remanded him to Newgate, under 
the same guari which brought him. But at 
the dead of night, he sent a trusty person to 
Newgate, with a warrant to the keeper for 
the criminal’s release, and orders to bring him 
again into his presence to receive some in- 
structions. When the fellow came the se- 
cond time, the Protector showed him the plan 
a garden and pavilion, inte which he was 
to make his way by opening # certain num 
ber of locks, each of which had three keys ; | 
and then he asked him if he thought he could 
effect it, promising him not only free pardon, 
but a considerable reward for his paina. Whe 
man said he would, ‘The Protector toki him 
that he should be conducted to the place 
were the service was to be performed, and 
then he wonkd have a letter given him, which 
he was to drop under a table that he would 
find in the middle of a pavilion, as there re- 
presented in the plan, This was all the fel- 
low was cotrusted with, and care was taken 
to provide him with suitable apparel, and 
every thing necessary for his journey, and 
the service he was about to perform ; so that 
he no sooner received his instructions, than 
he was hurried off immediately, and put on 
board the vessel that was to carry him to 
Spain.

| is from Lee Lewes’ Anccdotes,

* Gokismith, though quick enough at prose, 
was rather slow at poetry—not from the tar! 
ness of tancy, but fromthe time by took in 
pointing the sentiment, and polishing the ver 
sification.

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TUNNEL UNDER THE THA WES. 
Consdernble progress has been made in the 
digging of the tunnel under the Thames — 
There are to be two archways for carriages, 
and distinct pathways for foot passengers. — 
The width of the tunnel is to be thirty feet, 
its height twenty, and length one thousand 
and two hundred-—Kach archway is to have 
fourteen feet clear with, with frequent com- 
munications from one to the other. The depth 
of the path below the surface of the river is 
seventy-seven feet. The depth of the water 
in the ship channel is thirty-four feet, and be- 
sides a bed of several feet of gravel and sand, 
it is computed there will be a thickness of fit- 
teen feet of solid earth between the crown of 
the tunnel and the bed of the river. A strong 
arch of brick work is to be built as fast‘as the 
excavation advances. The clay removed 
inthe excavationof the tunnel is conveyed 
toancighbour’s field, and there converted imto 
bricks, to be replaced in their new form, In 
the construction of the areh. The entrances 
to the tunnel are to be approached by circu- 
lar descents of easy declivity, not exceeding 
four fect ina hundred. The archways are to 
Ye constantly lighted with gas. The situation 
of the tunnel is such that no bridge could be 
permitted there on account of the obstruction 
it would afford to the navigation of the river 
Phe expence is estimated at 160,000, a 
much less sum than would be required for the 
erection of w bridge. It is expected that it 
will be finished in three years.
